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THE STEARNS COLLECTION, 


“‘Corns of all Ages and Countries,” the property of Mr. Frederick Stearns, of Detroit, and Coins 
and Tokens of Canada, the property of a collector, catalogued by Mr. Frossard, were sold by Daniel R. 
Kennedy at his auction rooms in Fifth Avenue, New York, on the gth of February last. The first portion 
of the catalogue contained the ancient coins, and, with few exceptions, they were common-place and 
brought prices commensurate. The most conspicuous (more noteworthy than the prices), were the false 
pieces, mention of which was omitted in the catalogue. They were, with one exception (64), cast. We 
designate these frauds by lot; 9 (1 piece genuine), 15, 24, 28, 35 (only four original out of 15 pieces), 37, 
50 and 51 (apparently genuine but not guaranteed), 64, 65, 66 and 67 (each containing one false), 69 (2 
false), 87 (12 pieces, all false), and 92; 132 was a modern fabrication made for imposition, there being no 
contemporary medals of the period mentioned. Lot 297 proved to be a genuine gold coin, not ‘‘ plated” 
nor ‘‘an ancient counterfeit ;” ‘‘argent on edge” of lots 341 to 345, is not intelligible to all. It would be 
much better to call them ves¢vzzes —a subsequent use of the dies after original striking, and generally for 
speculative purposes. In their character they are, in our judgment, but one grade above a counterfeit. We 
have previously (October Yournal, 1892) expressed a similar opinion. It is a practice that ought to cease. 
Lot 351, ship sailing r. (catalogue says ‘‘ schooner”), 2. 1858, was a fraud ; it was a specimen of the common 
s, c andc, having the inscription removed from the surface of the reverse, when the large date was outlined 
and left in relief by cutting out around the figure and the entire field. The thinness of the piece (made 
so by the process named) will at once attract attention. The detestable work is fairly executed, and 
likely to pass muster with very many; we regret to announce its sale for 2.75. 358, a McDermott token, 
was positively a cast. 369, Side view Penny token, 1839, ‘* Cast in Montreal, good; original, very rare.” 
The punctuation here must be carefully noted. A hasty glance might lead one to think he was reading 
the description of an original: what matters it where the piece was cast, since originals were struck from 
dies! Lot 375, a Half penny, with the same description, but punctuated differently. 403 was perhaps 
the most glaring imposition in the catalogue. It was simply a miserable counterfeit of the Twenty-cent 
piece of 1858, and the same may be said of the Five-cent of 1871, lot 411. If the Canadian authority 
named in the catalogue passed upon these, it is time for his impeachment. 468, purporting to be a nickel 
Cent of 1856, was an alteration. There were a few pieces and prices worthy of mention in this sale, and 
we should like to have noticed them, but it would be a grave error, we think, to devote the limited space 
available in these columns to the least important. It is time that traffic in these fraudulent pieces should 
cease, if the status of the science of Numismatics is to be maintained. We are opposed to all manner of 
imitations. There can be, in our opinion, no good reason for their manufacture or existence. For the 
protection of collectors, descriptions and type illustrations must answer.
